MacArthur 
Must Retire 
If Nominated 


WASHINGTON, March 9—() 
Should Gen. Douglas MacArthur | 
win the Republican presidential | 
nomination hé would have to retire 
from the Army to campaign. 

This is provided in a _ joint 
Army-Navy agreement announced 
March 10, 1944, and still in effect. 

It says that a member of the 
armed forces, while on active duty, 
may accept a nomination for pub- 
lic office, provided it is tendered 
“without direct or indirect activity 
or solicitation on his part.” 

He may then file such evidence 
of his candidacy as is required by 
local law. But there is a law 
which says that any officer elected 
or apointed to a civil office “‘there- 
by ceases to be an officer of the 
Army, and his commission shall | 
be thereby vacated.” | 

If nominated, MacArthur while! 
on the active list would retain the 
right to vote and to express politi- 
cal opinions “privately and infor-| 
mally.” But he would be barred| 
from making political speeches, 
publishing articles, or any other 
public activity “looking to the in- 
fluencing of ai. election or the 
solicitation of votes for himself or 
others.”

Why Vienna 
Soldier Shot 


By THE UNITED PRESS. 

American military authorities in 
Vienna said Tuesday they would 
ask Russia at a four-power meet- 
ing Thursday to explain why a 
Russian guard had shot an Ameri- 
can soldier. 

The guard was said to have 
knocked 18-year-old Pfc. Jack 
Grunden, of Portland, Ore., down 
with his gun butt shortly after 
midnight Monday and then shot 
him through the back as he lay on 
the sidewalk. 

Grunden was reported still in 
serious condition, but improving 
rapidly. He told authorities he 
was shot for refusing ihe Russian 
guard’s order for him “to walk in 
the gutter where he belonged.’ 

Meanwhile, two high officials of 
the American War Crimes prose- 
cution staff returned to Nuernberg 
safely Tuesday after 27 hours in 
the custody of Russian soldiers 
within the Soviet-occupied zone of 
Germany. 

Their wives were with them. 

The two are Howard H. Russell, 
of Baltimore, Md., and Virgil Van 
Street, of Catonsville, Md. 

Both said they got lost Sunday 


. and had been picked up by a Rus- 


sian officer. They were lodged in 
German hotels until their release 
after explaining their predicamen‘ 
to an English-speaking Russian.

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The Court Upholds a Vital Tenet 


While there will be regret the Supreme 
Court was not more specific in its ruling, 
there will be general satisfaction that it 
has held against the teaching of any re- 
ligion in the schools, thereby breaking up 
what was a sinister and increasing pres- 
sure from many sources. 


The public school system is not the 
place for religious instruction. The church, 
the Sunday school, and youth organiza- 
tions of churches, and the home are the 
proper sources of that instruction. 


As the decision said: 

“Religion and government can best 
work to achieve their lofty aims if each 
is left free from the other within its re- 
spective sphere.” 

There is a deplorable tendency in the 
nation to force upon the public school 
system a responsibility for failures of the 


church and the home to achieve their 
ends; to say that by coercion, disguised as 
“voluntary” attendance, students will be 
compelled to listen to instruction. 

The. Atlanta Constitution has said often 
in the past that what the worlc problems 
need is a greater spiritual approach; a 
more sincere application of the ideals and 
teachings of Christianity. We believe that 
more sincerely than ever before. We think 
it obvious. 

But, we feel the Supreme Court has 
stopped a hole in the great and necessary 
wall which the founding fathers reared 
between Church and State, and we trust 
that further decisions may stop whatever 


trickle of pressure to abolish this vital 


separation which may. now remain. 

We suggest that the various States im- 
plement this decision by strict laws of 
their own. 


One Way To End the Contusion 


Once again the State Milk Control 
Board has made itself look ridiculous by 
changing its mind, this time within a five- 
day period. 

Milk is presently selling in Atlanta for 
23 cents at stores and 24 cents delivered. 
Last Wednesday the Board voted, 4 to 2, 
to change minimum prices to 19 and 21 
cents. Monday, it met and voted, 6 to 0, 
to make it 20 and 22. 

Possibly the latest cha..ge was justified. 

Probably the price to be charged is a 
fair one. 


But the average person long since’ has 
lost faith and patience with the Board 


and its constant raising, trimming and rig- 


ging of milk prices, usually without 
thought of the consumer. 

Most of us have reached the conclusion 
that it would be better for all, producer, 
distributor and consumer, if the Milk 
Control Board would resign en masse, 
ending the whole fiasco of its being, and 
allow milk to be sold on a free and com- 
petitive market, as it should under the 


free enterprise system. 


We Put It Off Once Before 


It is with mixed reaction we note Act- 
ing Gov. Thompson is seeking a means of 
making some payment to the family of 
State Patrolman Garland Fields, who was 
slain in the performance of his duty last 
week in Swainsboro. 

Certainly we approve wholeheartedly 
of Fields’ widow and children receiving 
the nominal death benefits payable under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act if pos- 
sible. Moreover, we are in accord with 
the Acting Governor's proposal to recom- 
mend to the next session of the Legisla- 
ture that a special appropriation be ap- 
proved. 

But we can’t help remembering that 
Georgia went through all this before, 


seven or eight years ago, when another 


State Patrolman, Fred Black, was killed 
by a bandit he had stopped on a North 
Georgia highway. 

A shocked State learned then that a 
negligent Legislature had failed to provide 
for the families of its officers who meet 


a. 


death in the line of duty. And even though 
it was many months before the next ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, public in- 
dignation was still high enough to force 
that body to put through a special ap- 
propriation to Black’s survivors. 

The. relief in that instance was inad- 
equate as we are sure it will be in the 
Fields case once our present concern is 
diminished by the passing of time. 

Georgia does not pay its troopers ade- 
quate salaries to begin with. Moreover, 
such insurance as is available to them is 
at such a rate as to be well-nigh pro- 
hibitive. 

The only real solution lies in the State 
setting up a fund, just as it has done in 
the case of teacher retirement, to be used 
expressty for the purpose of caring, not 
only for the families of men killed in 
service, but also for those who might be 
permanently injured. 

It should be done now, while the Fields 
death is still on the State’s conscience.

Back in 1945 the Australians, who had had 
a long look at Gen. MacArthur, hadea saying 
which Gen. MacArthur’s troops enjoyed very 
much and repeated with gusto. 
It was in the form of a query: 
“Tf Gen. MacArthur should ever be elected President of the 
United States would he then give up being Jehovah and be 


content with being just President, or would his marvelous powers 
enable him to carry on both jobs at once?” 

The General admittedly is our most controversial figure. If 
the balloting depended upon his own troops he could be defeated 
even by Harry S. Truman. There are those who like him. They 
insist that if he should receive the Republican nomination he could, 
because of the low estate to which Mr. Truman has fallen, win 
without the servicemen’'s vote. And that may be true. Indeed, it 


likely is. 


Dismissing the present political aspect of it, I

demonstrate that Georgia’s Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Commander-in- 
Chief 0° the U. S. Army of Occupation in Germany and also Mili- 
tary Governor, has done a job which far surpasses that done by 
Gen. MacArthur, popular opinion of the moment to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Gen. MacArthur has had everything he wanted and has had a 
free hand. 

Gen. Clay has been denied the Marshall Plan, and has been 
kept short of personnel. 

Germany is, divided into four zones, as is Austria. 

The capital cities of Berlin and Vienna are divided into four 


sectors. 
There is no co-operation between them, Save in the Britigh and 


American zones and sectors, 
Veto The Soviet powers enable them to veto and delay every 
proposal that is not confined to the one zone. The Soviets 
are in control of the most powerful radio stations; they occupy 
the best farm regions of both countries; they control the Danube 
River; they have most of the industrial plants in Austria and, 
through reparations, have a great share of those in Germany. 
They also carry on intimidation of the people in adjoining zones. 
They do not allow a flow of parts or materials from their zones 
into the French, British or Ameri¢an zones., 
The French zone co-operates little with the British and Ameri- 
can zones. 
Gen, MacArthur has had full control over the Jap- 
Progress anese industry and yet its comeback is not greater 
than that of the American and British zones in Germany where 
confusion, delay and veto prevent progress. 


° 
Gen. Clay has no real transport. The Soviets control all the rail 


lines into Berlin. In Austria we are allowed use of one line. Our 
only airport near Vienna is in Soviet hands and we use it only 
by their permission. We have use of one road from the airport 
and frequently the Russians block it off and order a long route, 
carefully guarded, apparently just for the purpose of annoyance. 

We are not allowed to fly planes from our zone in Germany to 
Austria, over Czechoslovakian territory. This was true before the 
Czechs were taken over. We then had to ask permission of the 
Soviets, not of the Czechs. 


In Japan Gen. MacArthur has had full control of all transport. 


He has no divisions, no vetoes, no interruptions, no delays, and the 
full co-operation of all concerned. 

His task has been, even though it admittedly is, of course, 
difficult, simple and easy in comparison with the one which Gen. 
Lucius Clay and his staff have had in Germany. 


Chan e In the last two or three days it has seemed to me that 
g it was possfble to sense that at last the American peo- 
ple are beginning to take seriously the Soviet threat in Europe. 

For more than two years everyone has been telling us to be 
concerned. 

We have been urged to set up a European relief measure to 
fight the Communist and Soviet threat by enabling the European 
peoples, who do not want Communism any more than did the 
Czech’s, to have jobs and food. 

Yet, we have delayed it and nagged it and cut down its money 
until now the vital Italian elections are on us, being scheduled for 
April. And the European Relief Bill, or the Marshall Plan, is not 
yet before the Senate. 

If the Italian Communists manage to elect a substantial number 
of persons to the government, the same pattern will be created 
which existed in Bulgaria, Hungary, Romania and, more recently, 
in Czechoslovakia. 

All the while the best minds of the Republican and Democratic 
Parties and of our forces in Europe have pleaded for help. 


. Now, with the Italian elections a little more than 
Elections a month off, we begin to hear the naggers and the 


whiners get up in Congress and say that maybe after all we had 


better hurry up and pass the bill. 

Meanwhile, the most fatal sort of thinking, and the most 
grievous oversimplification is to look to Gen. MacArthur and say 
that because of his job in relatively peaceful, tranquil Japan he 
is the man to deal with the Russian problem instead of our com- 
mand in Germany and Austria. We keep trying to make something 
simple of the Soviet problem.

: — The oleo tax, as everyone knows, was 1m- 
Special Privilege posed ’way back in the last century, due 
to the insistence of the powerful dairy lobby maintained at Wash- 
ington by Midwestern dairy interests, especially Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. That lobby has successfully fought every effort to re- 
peal the tax since. 

It is one of the worst examples of taxation imposed to extend 
special privilege to special interests. For Feceralstaxation at least 
that should be obnoxious to everyone with proper understanding 
of the basic American principle of justice for all and equality for 
all before the law. 

With the price of butter soaring to oppressive heights, a larger 
and larger proportion of consumers have turned to oleo as a taste- 
ful, healthful, attractive spread for bread. It is irritating, almost 
maddening, to be forced to pay 10 cents every time you buy a pound 
of oleo, as a forced tribute to enrich the dairy interests of Wis- 
consin or Minnesota or other large butter-producing sections. 

Why, in all conscience, should I contribute 10 cents several 
times a week just so some Wisconsinite with butter to sell can 
make a bigger wrofit? It doesn’t make sense, does it? 

Shortage of butter, mounting butter prices, have made this 
burden more irritating than ever. 

It seems, at last, the Congress is likely to repeal this tax. I, for 
one, certainly hope so. It will bring to success a campaign for 
economic justice on this one issue, at least, that I was waging a 
long time ago. And, if repeal does succeed, I'm hereby filing claim 
for a little of the credit. 

Final note: Even if the tax is repealed, you butter champions 
will still be permitted to use your preferred spread. There is no 
plan afoot to put a special tax on butter, even in retaliation. In fact, 
if the repeal results in greater demand for oleo, there should be 
a little easing of the butter shortage. That'll be nice for all.

Everett 
said his Board cotild set up a Statewide 
probation system if the General Assembly 
would aid through the passage of three bills. 


Today only 31 counties have any type of 
separate treatment for youths, Sullivan said. 
Only nine of those have statutory courts 
with probation and rehabilitation service. 
The other 22 are either “designated courts” 
set up by the Superior Court Judge designat- 
ing the City Court Judge to handle these 
cases, or are special courts established by 
the Superior Court Judge at the request of 
two Grand Juries. The judges of these Juve- 
— Courts are paid by the County Commis- 
sioners. 


Sullivan said he has asked Director Charles 
Williams, of the State Board of Corrections, State 
Welfare Director Bill Ireland and Chairman Ev- 
erett, of the Parole Board, .o serve on a commit- 
tee seeking a probation system. The Citizens’ 
Council, itself, would not direct a _ probation 

system even for juveniles—one of the agencies 
directed by Everett, Williams or Ireland would 
direct it. 

Everett and Sullivan said both ‘the Juvenile 
Courts and the probation system could be in- 

| stalled on a judicial circuit basis to serve every 
county in the State. It would not be neces- 
sary to have a court or a probation officer in 
each County. Everett suggested new laws to 
permit probation of felony prisoners, provide that 
the judge rather than the jury fix the penalty, 
and appropriate additional funds to finance the 
probation system.

A survey showed that 656 children spent time 
in 88 county prisons during 1946 in Georgia. 
Their ages ranged from seven to 15. In the 
State Prison last year were 463 boys and girls 
under the age of 18.

| A Program for Conservation 


WASHINGTON—Nothing could be more timely than the “Conservation Credo | 
of an American” just issued over the names of 42 persons prominent in the fight | 


for conservation of our natural resources. It opens with these words: 


“We believe in the great conservation movement. 


| of our natural resources for and by the people of the nation.” 7 7 
It is timely, for right now we are witnessing here in Washington a highly organized and highly 


financed drive by powerful special interests to break down laws long on the statute books, and to 
weaken Federal agencies set up to protect the natural heritage of our peop'e and to develop it for 


their interest rather than to enrich a few. 

This was recognized by Morris L. Cooke, en- 
gineer, former head of the Rural Electrification 
Administration and with a long record of public 
service in other agencies, who was active in pro- 
mulgating this credo of conservation. He said: 


“This pronouncement comes at this time 
because we are in danger of losing posses- 
sion of that great natural heritage which 
Theodore Roosevelt and his crusading for- 
ester, Gifford Pinchot, secured to us, and 
which Sen. George Norris and Franklin 
Reosevelt developed so extensively for our 
common benefit through vast regional pro- 
grams.” 


In advocating that “peacetime uses of atomic 
energy should be under public, civilian and 
Gemocratic control,” the credc recognizes the 
campaign now under way to restore military con- 
trol. That campaign is being participated in, 
among others, by the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee. 

The credo also singles out efforts to utilize 
our pubbic lands for private, selfish interests, as 
proposed in numerous bills now before Congress. 

The credo urges comprehensive development 
of our river basins for flood control, power, ir- 
rigation, navigation, recrea:iion and other bene- 
fits, under regional and autonomous management 
as exemplified in TVA. It thus dramatizes the 
failure of Congress, because of the activity of 
private interests, to authorize similar projects 
elsewhere, such as MVA for the Missouri River, 
CVA for the Columbia, and the Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence Waterway. 

Agencies set up to market power from basin 
projects, the credo urges, should have full au- 
thority to see that farms, homes, business and in- 
Gustries should get abundant power at lowest 
costs and should have the right to build trans- 
mission lines. 

Such a general program, the credo explains, 
“provides the most effective assurance that the 
American system of free enterprise shall not be 


cramped by the oppression of great monopolies 
and shall be enabled to develop along the lines 
of widely distributed local competitive effort 
which has played such a part in making our 
country a satisfying home for a free people.” 


This is reasonable and logical enough. As 
a matter of fact, it has long been established by 
various acts of Congress. Yet now the great 
utility combines, through a veritable army of 
skillful lobbyists, are trying to break down this 
principle. They are active on many fronts. 


This is manifest in the Rizley-Moore Natural 
Gas Bill and the Miller Utility Bills designed to 
weaken the authority of the Federal Power Com- 
mission to the detriment of the consumer of gas 
and electricity. 


It is exemplified in two bills by Rep. 
George Dondero, Republican, Michigan. One 
would prevent government agencies from 
building transmission lines for distribution 
of public power. The other would turn 
over to a specified private company owner- 
ship and control ef the power plant in the 
Clark’s Hill project’ along the Savannah 
River that forms the boundary of Georgia 
and South Carolina, though this project au- 
thorized four years ago by Congress is al- 
ready under construction by Army engineers. 
This second bill would set a precedent that 
could be used widely to break down public 
power projects all over the country. 


It is well that attention is now called to what* 


is going on here by this credo of prominent 
citizens.

It's So Simple When Done With Water 


WASHINGTON—The scene within the House caucus room was hypnotic. Big chunks of machinery 
sent colored water (vegetable color) whooshing through a series of transparent tanks, tubes, spigots, 


valves and troughs. 

I couldn't resist it. Those green, blue and 
yellow fluids gurgling through the glassware 
drew me in like Svengali beckoning Trilby. This, 
as I fear you will agree in about one more 
paragraph, was unfortunate. 


Words weren’t good enough to explain 
economics, the man said. He had to use 
water. How I'm supposed to use the Eng- 
lish language to describe the water that 
takes the place of words for the benefit of 
awed Congressmen, I don’t know. 


But I got to talking to a nice young ‘fellow 
who identified himself as Walter Fried; the New 
York engineer who built the behemoths to order 
for James D. Mooney, the celebrated industrial- 
ist and economist. 

Mooney you know, is Chairman of the Willys- 
Overland Company. Building a jeep is no trick 
to him, but trying to explain in words the in- 
tricacies of foreign exchange in the sale of a car 
abroad is something else. He found that out 11 
years ago when an editor asked him to write 
an article on the subject. 

“There were too many variables, making the 
ideas so complicated that words just wouldn't 
do,” Fried told me. “So we tried charts.” 

The charts weren't so hot, either, because they 
didn’t move like prices. So Mooney hired Fried 
to build the machinery which demonstrates the 
laws of finance in a free economy. Put your 
finger on a float, thereby holding up the flow of 
goods and/or money, and you get a flood on the 


carpet. 

“Just as in real life,” added Fried. “Leave 
the hydraulics alone, and supply and demand bal- 
ance themselves perfectly.” 

Yes, sir, he added, he certainly did learn a lot 
about economics in the years he spent building 
one machine after another to take the place o 
Mooney'’s words. . 


Red lights blinked at me and the Congressmen. Dials whirled. Needles bounced. 


So Rep. Frederick Smith, the Ohio medico who 
found himself on the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, got wind of Mooney’s machinery. He 
knew some fellows who could learn something 
by watching the pretty water. He borrowed the 
whole works, and that, I suppose, is where we 
came in. 

Fried demonstrated each machine for me, and 
I must report that I am like Eeonomist Mooney. 
Now I also understand the interrelation of 
money, goods and services, but I’m durned if I 
can explain in words. Take, for instance, the 
supply-and-demand machine: 

Up near the ceiling is water dyed baby blue. 
That's’ the supply of, say, candy bars. So this 
blue water cascades down to a tank on top of 
a float in a bath of yellow water. This is the 


stable money supply. Gold. When the blue water | 


tank gets too heavy, it pushes out the yellow 
water, thereby causing prices (a tank of green 
water, as in greenbacks) to go down. 


Cut off the blue water of supply. The 
yellow water of gold rises, and prices get 
sloppy. Clamp the price plunger tight (it 
takes both hands to do that) and pretty soon 
(unless the pump leaks) the blue water of 
supply is cut off to a trickle. And so on 
with machinery which shows where a man’s 
salary goes (mostly to fill up a tank marked 
food) and what happens to the money earned 
by a business corporation. Precious little of 
it gets pumped back to the stockholders. 


And I only hope that this hasn’t sounded too 
much like spoofery. I've got to agree with 
Mooney, Fried and Company—that words aren't 
good enough. Not to explain the free enterprise 
system, they aren't. Colored water (absolutely 
harmless if spilled) is better.

French Fear Communist Moves

PRINCETON, N. J.—Even before the Communist coup in Czecho- 
slovakia, French public opinion was uneasy and apprehensive over 


the danger of Communists in France. 
A poll by the French Institute 


of Public Opinion, one of the 12 
affiliates in the Gallup Poll inter- 
national organization, sounded 
French opinion as to the relative 
danger to France of the Commu- 
nists, the De Gaullists and the new 
“third force.” The third force 
(troisieme. force) is an informal 
coalition of Socialists, members of 
the MRP Party and other moder- 
ates formed in January to combat 
both the Communists on the Left 
and the De Gaullists on the Right. 

The vote in the poll, which was 
taken in February just before the 
Czech crisis, follows: 


“In your opinion which is the 
greatest political danger to 
France at the present time— 
the Communists, Gaullists or the 
third force?”

New Ways to Slim Hips 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Measurement charts stop at 39 inches for hips, but that 
doesn’t stop hips from spreading! To get the full spread, 
measurements should be taken around the largest area to 
include that fleshy muscle that spans the back of the hips. 


A yard is a streamlined measure. 


back yard. 

One easy way to keep in 
bounds is to sit tight. You know 
, that sitting can be spreading, 
but only if you let your knees 
drift apart. Sit with back of 
hips against chair back, keep 
knees together. 

Another good way is to walk 
properly. If you walk “off cen- 
ter,” so to speak, rear hip mus- 
cles are overworked and over- 
developed! Always walk in a 
straight line, toes pointed 
straight ahead, upper legs close 
together, hip muscles pulled 
snugly down and under. Nice! 

But I don’t want to mislead 
you. While correct walking can 
keep hips from spreading, walk- 
ing on the level, as an eyer- 
cise, is not particularly reduc- 
ing. The biggest hip muscles 
sre not actively used until the 
hip is flexed more than 45 de 
grees, unless there's added re- 
sistance. So that’s the exercise 
cue . . hips can’t spread: if 
the muscles are kept toned. 

Here’s an all-around trimmer: 

Position: Lie on back, arms 
at shoulder level, legs straight 
down. 

Movement: Flex right knee 
toward chest—past the 45-de- 
gree angle—dig small of back 
into floor, - twist and touch 
knee point to floor at left 
side. Six times will do, al- 

sides. 

Add resistance: 

Position: Stand, with folded 
arms. resting on fairly high 
chest of drawers. Stand erect 
—<don't bend the back. 

Movement: Keeping knee 
straight, kick backward six

times. Then, changing the an- 
gle of the kick, make it side- 
back to reach those horrid lit- 
tle humps at sides of hips. 
Shake the leg loosely at fin- 
ish. Repeat with other leg. 
Do not bend knees. 

To slim hips in a hurry: 

Position: Lie face downward 
on floor, head pilfowed on fold- 
ed arms, legs straight down. 

Movement: Raise alternate 
legs as high in air as possi- 
ble withouj rolling over on 
other side. Keep knee straight, 
and tense only the big hip 
muscles. Hold, lower. Repeat 
12 times, later 25. 

“Walk” it off: 

Position: Sit on floor, legs to- 
gether and straight ahead. 

Movement: “Walk” on hip 
muscles with a sort of shut- 
tle motion. Inch across floor, 
using hip muscles for the ac- 
tion, then “walk” backward. 

And, lastly . .. don’t catch 
petticoat fever from the hys- 
terical designers, or cotton to 
the padding fad. Who wants 
upholstered hips! 


Women Ask Congress
